surgents attacked the convoy and cap- 
tured 40 mules laden with provisions 
and 10 with ammunition. The troops 
retreated to Mayari. having s killed 
and 37 wounded. The rebels had J 
killed and 14 wounded. Tiie Cubans 
also captured eight soldiers. 

On December 2* the Spanish columns 
of Cols. Kodon and PftMoa with 1.10Q 
men. left Tignani bv different roads 
with the object of meeting In Manu- 
churea and continuing together to the 
Venta des Casanova to fortify it and to 
place there a garrison. The insur- 
gents under Col. Lora and forces of 
the brigade of C'ambute. Who bad 
learned of the plan of the Spaniards, 
took up positions in Manacahueca 
ahead of the troops. liebel com- 
mander Abad Reyes, with 120 cav- 
alry, began to fire at the column. 
who,U trusting in Col. Pablos, 
arrival entered the trap which the 
rebels had prepared for them. They 
were fired upon from all sides and af- 
terwards a terrible charge was made 
with machetes, which scattered the 
troops The forces of the Spanish 
colonel, Pablos, arrived too late to be 
Of service. More than 100 Mansur 
rifles and 20 mules laden with ammu- 
nition were left in the hands of tiie 
rebels. The Spaniards had three of- 
ficer! and 39 soldiers killed and live of- 
ficers and nine soldiers wounded. 

Lieut. Uen. Pando has issued an or- 
der threatening to court martial all 
owners of sugar estates if they do not 
grind the cane on their plantations. 
Of course, some planters, fearing that 
Pando would carry out bis threat, tried 
to comply with the order, but the very 
day the order was published in tJttan- 
tanamo newspapers, nil the cane lu l ls 
of those who were grinding were set 
on fire, and of course they had to stop. 
Jose Maceoand Rabi have notified the 
planters that if they attempt to grind 
again, not only the cane • w ill be 
burned, but their houses and machin- 
ery, t->.>. Oen. Pando ha* particular 
interests in Unantanamo. because hia 
wife, who belong* in that city, has a 
sugar estate there. 

Marshal Martinez Campos sent an 
order by cable last night to the su- 
thorities here to send him immediately 
1,600 men for I in in ba no. it is said. It 
is said so many can not be spared, as 
there are numerous rebels around the 

city waiting a chance to pay a visit to 
Santiago.
